He Holds a Ratification Meeting and Makes 
j a Speech to His Men. 

The commonweal army will break camp at 

10 o’clock this morning and méarch on to 


‘Hammond, Ind. Gen.: Randall announced 


last night that he had received word from his 
advance courier saying the citizens of that 
village would provide the army with com- 
fortable quarters to sleep in and something to 
eat. A sort of ratification meeting was held 
in the New England Hotel in which 
several hundred people of Grand 
Crossing and Parkside participated. 
It wae under the auspices of the 
woman's branch of the commonweal and Mrs. 
Fannie Kavanaugh presided. Gen. Randall 
and his followers were given any ammount of 
windy but mighty little substantial encour- 
agement. A collection was taken up which 
netted $5.87. The Rev. D. T. Phillips, a Bap- 
tist missionary of Parkside, nade the address 
of welcome. In his reply Gen. Randall 
among other things said: 

** We are carrying our petition to Washing- 
ton on boots and I tell you tonight we are go- 
ing there if we have to walk every foot of the 
way. I pledge you that no overt act shall be 
perpetrated by any of the men if I can pre- 
ventit.

Resolution Adopted Declaring Against a 
Nomination Being Made ‘by the State 
Convention=Work of the City Hall 
Ctowd—Date:s for County and Congres- 
sional Conventions Set at June 12 and 
July 10, Respectively=Moloney in the 
Apportionment Case. 

At wha} Chairnjan MeGiflen described as 
the initial meeting of the Democratic caim- 
paign for the fall, last evening a sly attack 
was made on Gen. | Black’s aspirations for the ' 
United States Senatorship, and it was decided 
to hold the Democratic county convention 
June 12, the seven Congréssional conven- 
tions July 10, and the Senatorial conventions 
as soon 23 possible after the constitutionality 
of the apportionment is determined.* The 
meeting, which was a gathering of the mem-. 
bers of the County committee, also adopted 
the following resolution by a practicatly unan- | 
imous vote after considerable digcussion ; 

WueEreAs, This committes, as well as the Dem- 
ocratic party at large, favors the olection of 
United States Senators by direct vote of the peo- 
ple, but in the absence of appropriate legislation 
on the subject it is at present impracticable, 

Resolved, By the Damocratic Central commit- 
tee of Cook County thatin its opinion it would 
be unwise and. \injudicious to nominate 
a candidate for th® United States Senate in the 
State convention, As such a course would be inex- 
pedient under the circumstances. 

The resolution fixing the date of the County 
convention was affered by Harry Donovan. 
It provides for the|/nomination at the conven- 
tion of all county officers to be voted for in 
the fall, the selection of delegates to tne State 
convention, anil the selection of committee- 
men from the various wards. The ratio of 
representation was fixed at one delegate for 
every 200 votes cast for Cleveland and Steven - 
sonin 1892. The primaries will be held 
under the Crawford law June 11. The resolu- 
tion was adopted without debate. 

Will Begin the Fight Early. 

Robert E. Burke offered the resolution as to 
the date for the Congressional convention, 
which was in the nature of an instruction to 
the Congressional committeemen to call their 
conventions for July 10 and to hand in their 
list of judges before June 5. A. T. Powers of 
the Sixth Ward offered a substitute which pro- 
posed that the questions of the time and place 
of valling the Congressional! and the Sepatorial 
conventions be left to the Congressional 
and: Senatorial committeemen. This was 
voted down after Mr. Donovan had madea 
speech about the necessity of clearing the 
decks for early action.

Step-Daughter of ex-Congressman Castle 
Probably Killed, |

‘THE TRACK ELEVATION QUESTION. q 

Representatives of the Rock Island and 
Lake Shore roads have sent a communica- 
tion to the Mayor in which they set forth the 
terms on which they will go to work to ele- 
vate their tracks. Some of the modifications 
of existing ordinances».which are suggested 
are reasonable and should. meet with the ap- 
proval of the Council. The greater ol evation 
at certain streets is most desirable. Certain- 
ly it is better that the crossing at Eighteenth 
street should be left alone until it is known 
what is to be done regarding the elevation of 
The sugges- 
tion made by the roads that the city - pass an 
ordinance ordering them to elevate instead of 
‘one permitting them todo so, because if 
the city orders elevation in the exercise of 
its police power it cannot be held liable for 
consequential damages to any one except the 
companies, and not necessarily to them, | 
seems to be a good one.

panies say that where the increased elevation 
or greater depression of subways benefits the |. 


| South Side Street railway—-

He is also intereated in the City ‘railway. He

In the next place the companies want the 
width of the Sixty-third street subway reduced 
from sixty-six to sixty. feet. They say they 
think that width is sufficient and that the nar- 
rowing will reduce the cost of the work. So 
it would, but the street should not be, nar- 
rowed. Itis an important thoroughfare, It 
runs from Englewood to Jackson Park. 
There is a horse car line on it now and there 
will be an electric line. The street will in 
time bea big business one. Therefore this 
request of the companies should not be con- 
ceded by the Council nor should the roads in- 
sistonit. — 

The Council has a good opportunity now to 
secure the elevation of.the tracks of two im- 
portant roads. That opportunity should not 
be thrown away. Those Aldermen who in- 
sist that the roads must doeverything and 
the city concede nothing must not be listened | 
to. Thete will be no elevation at all if 
they are allowed to have their way. Having 
made an agreement with these two roads ahd 


“thus set the ball a rolling, the authorities can 


proceed to deal with other roads and will 
find the task much easier since two lines 
have come to terms’ The propositions of the 
Lake Shore and Rock Island should be taken 
upat once by the Council and given the 
consideration they deserve. 


THE CHICAGO COMMONWEAL CONTIN-

The first detachment of Chicago common- 
wealers, organized by ‘‘Gen.’’ Randall, set off 
on tts long march to Washington yesterday 
morning about 400 strong, its first: day’s 
tramp ending at Grand Crossing. The ‘‘Gen- 


-eral” was will equipped for his part of the 


march, having a mackintosh, leggins, top 
boots, a boutonniére, and a big bay horse. 
His daughter was also mounted, but her 
jaunty white costume showed the effects of 
the muddy streets by the time the army had 
reached. the South Side. The Genera! and 
his daughter were the only picturesque feat- 
ures of the spectacle. Ahead of them tramped 
a small squad of police, sufficient to show 
that the army was under municipal control. 
Behind them tramped the army itself, with its 
effects done up in oil cloth or paper. packages. 
It plodded along in a sullen sort of way, evi- 
dently like its leader disappointed at the lack 
of popular enthusiasm along the line. of 
march. Considerable ctowds' were gathered 
on the sidewalks, but there was no cheering 
and apparently no interest in the curiously as- 
sorted pageant. There was no music to en- 
liven the marchers. A bugler was in. the col- 
umn, but he evidently was in the dumps and 
his instrument was mute. 

The personnel of the army was of a higher 
type than had been anticipated. A smali per- 
centage: might have been of the professional 
vagrant class, but in the main the men were 
fairly dressed and displayed intelligence, 


‘though they were utterly lacking in enthusi- 


asm ofany kind. They marched in a sullen, 
stolid sort of way, paying no attention to 
what was going on around them and looking 


at the crowd listlessly and indifferently. Evi- | 


dently the one concern which interested then 
was where jf not why they were going, what they 
would get to eat, and what wasin store for 
them after they got out of Chicago, where 
they have met with sympathizers and at least 
have been reasonably sure of sheiter and 
food. The pageant, therefore, must be con- 
sidered a pitiable, dismal failure so far as 
Chicago is concerned, and must have been a 
disappointment to the leader who has the re.’ 
sponsibility of caring for those whom he has 
enlisted in his army. The display fell flat.

THE DEMOCRATIC GERRY MANDER. 


‘ A city paper regrets the determination of | 


the Republicans to test the cqnstitutionality 
of the Senatorial apportionment law and to 
compel the Supreme Court to on an issue 
‘* which is purely political.” ‘ It is a question 
between the Republican gerrymander of 1882 


} and the Democratic gerrymander of 1893.” 


Here is a batch of errors. The question is 
not whether the election of this fall shall be 
held under the apportionment) of 1893 or 
1882, but whether the General Assembly shall 
be called together to pass a constitutional law 
in 1894. Adecision by the Supreme Court 
that the law of 1893 is bad will make it the 
duty of the Governor to call the Legislature 
together. If he faila todo his duty the elec- 
tion will be under the law of 1882. But the 
Governor and not the court would be respon- 
sible. 

In the next place the act of 1882 was not a 
gérrymander. The Democratie apportio 
ment of last year would give that party the 
Legislature even if the Republicans had 30,- 
000 majority in the State. So the Democrats: 
themse!ves say. But under the law of 1882’ 


the Democrats with 23,000 plurality for Alt-.. 


geld had good working majorities in the Sen- 
ate and the House. Politically the old appor- 
tionment is infinitely fairer than the new one. 
Its only defect is that time has made it un- 
equal; that-is, it does not give Cook County 
the number of representatives to which its in- . 
creased population entitles it. But if the elec- 
tion thig fall is held under the old apportion- 
ment the Democrats alone will be responsible. 

Finally, this issue is not “ purely political.” 
It isnot simply a question whether the appor- 
tionment shall. or shall not give a great ad- 
vantage toa particular political party, The 
question is whether the constitutional princi- 
ple of equality of representation shall be 
maintained or set aside. The question is 
whether the votes of the people in one part 
of the State shall have greater power than 
the votes of the people in another part— 
whether 62,000 people in one district shall 
have as many representatives and as much 
to do with the government of the State as 
85,000 in another. Of course the gerry- 
mander was made for a political purpose, but 
the questions involved are constitutional ones 
and touch every man, 


THE TROLLEY ORDINANCE. 

In consideration of permission to use the 
trolley system on a number of streets the 
North and West Side Street railway com- 
panies have agreed to pay judgments amount- 
ing to $80,000 recovered against the city on 
account of the building of the Dearborn street 
bridge and viaduct, and to pay to the city 
%25,000 a year, beginning four years hence, 
for the extension of its electric lighting plant | 
The payments to be made between now and 
1897 will make a total of $45,000. 

' Nothing is said in the ordinance about con- 
tributions by the companies towards the ex- 
pense of elevating the tracks of steam rail- 
roads which may cross their tracks, but Mr, 
Yerkes has written a letter to the Mayor in 
which he says tLat while he will not accept an 
ordinance which binds the companies to the 
payment of any fixed sum or admits any legal 
liability, yet he will assure the Council that 
the companies ‘ will make liberal contribu- 
tions in proportion tu the benefits to be de- 
rived by us from the abolition of grade cross- 
ings.”” This binds the roads to nothing. 
While Mr. Yerkes would not repudiate this 
promise his successor might. 

*So all the city gets certainly for the priv- 
ijleges granted isa bonus of $30,000 and a 
| yearly contribution of $25,000. This is not 
| enough, but itis more than the companies 
offered in the first place. But for the per- 
sistent demands made of late that corpora- 
tions should pay something for privileges, the 
roads would not have offered to! do anything. 
Furthermore an effort to get more would 
have been unsuccessful, most likely. If the 
Mayor had insisted on more’ the Council 
would have taken the matter into its own 
hands and passed the ordinance over his 
veto, and the city would have secured less 
than it has. Some of the Aldermen think 
their constituents want rapid transit so much 
that they are willing to make any conces- 
sious in ofder to get it. Other Aldermen are 
subject to railroad influences and will do 
what they are ordered. So on the whole the 
Mayor probably got all he could, 


INTIMIDATING COAL MINERS. 
It appears from a dispatch from Danville 
in this State that nearly all the miners in that 
neighborhood have stopped work, Not all of 


| ‘them did so voluntarily. The men employed 


inone mine voted early last. week that they 
would not stop, the reasons for. doing so set 
forth by the »Miters’ National’ Union not 
seeming good to them, Later in the week 
these miners were called on by a committee 
of strikers from neighboring places and told

They knew 
thatif after they had been kicked and beaten 
nearly to death the Sheriff and his deputies or

Therefore, they stopped work pecenye of a 
pardonable fear.

GET AFTER THE OTHER ROADS, 

The substance of Judge Ewing's decision in 
the Lake Shore injunction case is that no rail- 
road has had any power since March 10, 
1872, to lay its tracks across or upon a street 
in any city, village, or incorporated town 
without the consent of its municipal. authori- 
ties, and that if tracks have been laid without 
that consent they may be removed, even 
though the ignorance or indifference of. miu- 
nicipal authorities may have left them undis- 
turbed fortwenty years. Prior to 1872 the 
law required that consent only in the case of 
cities. 

The application of this sound exposition of. 
the law is as follows: Prior to the annexation 


Hyde Park was a village and Lake an incor- | 


porated town. Since 1872 it has bepn illegal 
to lay tracks there without the consent of the 
authorities, Nevertheless such tracks have 
been laid. Some of those on Forty-first 
stieet which the property-owners are 680 
anxious to get rid’ of are there unlawfully, 
and the city can pull them up when it feels 
like it. Sonre tracks have been laid within 
the limits of the old city without permission, 
but most of them were laid in Hyde | Park or 
Lake, where the authorities were _ watch- 
ful as those of Chicago. 

The Western Indiana is a road which has 
done a good deal of unauthorized track-laying 
south of Thirty-ninth street. That) road has 
also shown itselfrvehemently opposed to track 
elevation. It has refused todo anything. At 
a time when the Pennsylvania road was con- 
sidering the question of track eleyation the 
Western Indiana, whose codperation was 
necessary, refused flatly to doanything. So 
much the worse for’ that road. It should be 
treated now toa dose of the medicine which 
was so effectual in the case of the Lake Shore.

NEW INTER-STATE LAW AMENDMENTS 


An Important*Section Is Proposed to Be 
Added to the Act. 

Wasuineron, D, C., May 1.—The subcom- 
mittee -of Senate Committee on Inter- 
State Commerce, consisting of Senators Gor- 
man, Camden, and Cullom, to whom wag 
referred the bill to permit railroad pooling, 
today reported the bill back to the committee 
with important amendments. By ore of the 
proposed amendments. the portion of the bill 
authorizing the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission to issue an order requiring that a 
pooling contract between railroads, which, in 
the opinion of the commission, results in un. 
reasonable rates or unjust diecrimination, be 
modified, giving com mission 
power to enforce such order, is stricken out 
and a substitute su which provides 
that such order shall be made only after in- 
vestigation. Instead of giving the commis-

If 
the steamer is not yet hemmed: then the name of 
the builder of the hull, for whom built, waters 
upon which the steamer is to be navigated, 
United States\local inspection district in which 
it will be inspected, number and thickness of 
plates for shell, steam chimneys and linings of 
same, shell on eteamer mud drums, thickness of 
head and side sheets, domes, and crown of fur- 
nace. To insare prompt inspection of their ma- 
terial manufacturers.of boilers for steam vessels 
should supply the above information when for- 
warding their orders to the mills.

The crime which Wil- 
son committed was the result of a raid early 
Saturday morning by Marshal Whitney and 
other officers on a house im which Wilson and 
three companions suspected of burglary were 
stopping. The men resisted arrést and both 
sides did'somne firing, Whitney beimg killed 
and Wilson wounded.
